THE CENTRE. 


Teachers : first term, Miss Jane A. Davey ; second and third 
terms, Addie M. Libbey. 

Miss Davey well sustained the reputation she had secured 
during the last two terms she taught this school. The results 
attained in daily recitation during the year as shown on the 
scholarship pages are very satisfactory. At the close of the 
first term Miss Davey resigned to become principal of the . 
Barnard School. Miss D. was succeeded by Miss Addie M. 
Libbey who taught the last two terms and who by her experi- 
ence, mildness and affectionate qualities soon secured the af- 
fections of her pupils. Her deep desire to be faithful and her 
constant efforts to do all in her power for her scholars would 
seem to disarm us from any criticism upon the management of 
the teacher. Yet it seemed to”’us that the discipline of the 
school was not as good as it should be. This is a serious fault 
in a great majority of our common schools. But on the whole 
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we are happy to sdy a good work was accomplished in the 
school. 


UPPER VILLAGE. 


Teacher: during the year, Miss Fannie B. Eaton. 

Miss Eaton has taught this school for the last five terms, and 
has never been more successful than during the last two. We 
were pleased with the general improvement made, and noticed 
especially the interest taken in Physiology. In no other study 
did we see so much enthusiasm manifest. In reading and spelling 
one boy of eight years, and another of the same age, in arith- 
metic, did remarkably well. In this school for the last two 
years there has been very little change in teachers, which has 
worked well. 

THE PEAK. 

Teachers: First two terms, Miss M. Bessie Eaton; third 
term, Mr. Fred P. Tuxbury. 

Miss Eaton never taught before, but passed a good examin- 
.ation, and entered upon her work with very commendable zeal. 
The teacher was uniform in her deportment, kind gin her dis- 
position and firm in her discipline. Her influence in the 
school room was excellent. ‘The number of scholars in this 
District is so small and the distance to the nearest school out- 
side in town is such that the Board hardly knew what to do 
under the new school law. But after consulting the parents 
we decided to open the school house as usual. Miss Eaton 
had five scholars the first term and two the second. Three of 
these five, lads, had reached such average that their father felt 
he must have their help on his farm and so they did not at- 
tend school only a short time in the summer and fall. But 
Miss Eaton was a faithful teacher, and those that remained in 
her school made good improvement. At the close of the fall 
term she was obliged to resign on account of her health. Mr, 
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Tuxbury who taught the winter term is a graduate of the 
Amesbury High School. This was his first attempt at teach- 
ing and although the term opened with only four scholars he 
entered upon his work with much zealand persistent effort 
Oral instruction was given in physiology. We were pleased 
with the improvement manifest in penmanship and arithmetic. 
In our inspection of this school we thought of the old adage in 
regard to a hen “scratching” as hard for one chick as for a 
whole brood. So we feel that both teachers have “scratched” 
well and hard in this little school. The names of all the 
scholars are found on the roll of honor. 


REMARKS. 


More instruction has been given in physiology the past year 
than ever before, and many scholars are quite at home in the 
midst of physiological questions. In one school there has been 
- an exercise of singing every morning. We know of only two 
of our teachers who have attended during the year a teacher’s 
institute. Such an attendance we earnestly recommend to all 
_ of our teachers, whatever their advantages have been. 

So far as we know the new school law is working well in 
our town and also elsewhere. We trust the wisdom and super- 
ior advantages of the law will become more and more apparent 
every year. One of these advantages will be seen in the pro- 
vision made for our smallest schools. The Superintendent of 
Public Instruction in his report two years ago said: ‘‘ An eighth 
of the schools in this state number six, or less than six, scholars, 
and there are scores of them which have only two or three.’”’— 
We trust the town will see that the time has come when a new 
school] building should be erected at the upper village. 

We are thankful to God for the prosperity of our schools 
and the general health enjoyed. Only one pupil has died. 
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(David Egbert Hartt, son of Jno. H. Hartt, aged about eight 
years. ) 

While a good work has been done, no perfect work can be 
expected, as the w/tima thule is never reached in any -human 
dertaking.—We are happy to notice the present prosperity of 
the Barnard school under its present popular principal, Miss

FOR THE 


ANNUAL TOYWN MEETING, 


TO BE BELD 


March 13, 1888, at Nine o'clock in the Forenoon. 


1. To choose Moderator, Town Clerk, Selectmen, Treasu- 
rer, Surveyors and other town officers. 

2. To raise such sums of money, if any, in addition to the 
amount required by law to be raised for the support of schools.
